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IN YOUR INTEREST 


Our Alumni Association, still in its formative years and growing rapidly 
in membership, requires thoughtful and careful planning and implementation 
of our purposes. It is with this utmost in mind that your Board of Directors 
takes action, hoping to build a firm foundation for the present and future 
years. But, your interest and support demonstrate the ways and means to this 
firmness. The Board members and I express to you our gratefulness. 

Since my greeting to you last fall your Board of Directors has held 
meetings on November 5, 1962 and January 28, 1963. As your President it 
is my pleasure to relate those matters regarding Board action taken in your 
interest. 

Chairmen of our Standing Committees, except the Nominating Com- 
mittee, were appointed by your President and approved by the Board. Re- 
appointed to their positions are Mrs. Florence Klenze, ’35, Education Com- 
mittee; Mrs. Kathryn Gdalman, ’40, Finance Committee; Mrs. Marie Geisler, 
29, Revisions Committee; and Miss Velma Bowman, 730, Special Services Com- 
mittee. Three new appointments as Chairmen are: Miss Merel Schmittler, 56, 
Membership Committee; Miss Angela DelVecchio, 48, Program and Social 
Committee and Miss Dorothy Hughes, ’53, Public Relations Committee. These 
Chairmen serve a term of two years with the elected officers and Board mem- 
bers. In accordance with our Bylaws the Board appointed three members to 
serve on the Nominating Committee for one year: Miss Helen Gianutsos, ’46; 
Miss Inette Hoxsey, ’61; and Miss Sharon Tietz, ’47. Those members of the 
committee elected last fall are Miss Sally Ballenger, °50; Mrs. Charlotte 
Baumgartner, 52; Mrs. Helen Rutherford, °30; and Miss Susan Yeomans, ’45. 
Miss Hoxsey was selected Chairman of the Nominating Committee and as such 
will also serve on the Board of Directors. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Association held last October 1, 1962 the 
Auditors’ report for the fiscal year September 1, 1961 to August 31, 1962 
was not completed. It was the expressed desire of those members present 
to have the Board examine and approve the report upon its completion. 
Your Board so approved the Auditor’s report on November 5, 1962. 

The Board is pleased to announce the approval of a new membership 
application in a mailing form similar to that of our dues notice. These 
applications are now available from Miss Schmittler, Chairman of the Mem- 
bership Committee. 

Our Bylaws provide for the employment of an Executive Secretary. Your 
Board has felt the need for such a person to handle the tremendous task 
of maintaining our Alumni Association record. Miss Magdalene Steward, ’41, 
who has shown interest and knowledge of Alumni activities, was appointed to 
this position. Her specific duties as Executive Secretary will be outlined in 
our Standing Rules. 

The Finance Committee, Chaired by Mrs. Gdalman, submitted a pro- 
posed budget for September, 1962, through August, 1963. The budget was 
approved with a review of our status to be made in six months. 

In my last writing to you I wrote that we must look to find the best 
way for all graduates of our Schools of Nursing to further the causes of 
nursing to new and greater achievements. ‘To support the interests of the 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing,’ is a purpose set forth 
in our Bylaws. This concern now is toward the student nurses, who will be 
the future members and leaders of our Alumni Association. Efforts initiated 
within the last 2% years made possible the establishment of a Student Scholar- 
ship Fund. As you know, previously your Board approved the granting of an 
annual $300 Student Scholarship to a member of the junior class, the recipient 
to be selected by the Scholarship Committee of the School of Nursing. 
On January 28, 1963, the Chairman of the Education Committee, Mrs. 
Klenze, submitted the following recommendations which were subsequently 
approved by the Board: that the 1962 Alumni Student Scholarship be granted 
to Mrs. Hazel Olson, as recommended by Miss Edith D. Payne, Director of 
the School of Nursing; and that future Student Scholarships be granted 
annually in September. ; 
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Our Program and Sccial Committee Chairman, Miss DelVecchio pre- 
sented the following recommendations to the Board: that the 1963 meeting 
dates for the Alumni be on February 11, June 10, October 14 and November 
18; that the annual Homecoming Banquet be held at the M and M Club in 
the Merchandise Mart on Wednesday, April 17, 1963. The Board approved 
these recommendations, Detailed information regarding Homecoming activities 
will be found elsewhere in “Alumni News and Views’. 

On January 28, the Standing Rules, which outline the duties of the 
Standing Committees and Chairmen, the Registered Agent and the Executive 
Secretary were presented and approved. These Rules were read to the members 
present at the Regular Alumni meeting held on February 11, 1963. They were 
officially adopted. 

In early January your President received a note from Board member, 
Miss Pearl Wittmack, ’30, stating she would be unable to fulfill her term of 
office due to ill health. The Board regretfully accepted her resignation and 
offers their best wishes for a speedy recovery. Mrs. Jean Peterson Pierzchala, 
49 has been appointed to serve Miss Wittmack’s unexpired term. 

As your President I serve in the capacity of Alumni representative on the 
Nursing Education Board of Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital. I attended a 
meeting of this Board on December 19, 1962. Activities of the School of 
Nursing are the primary concern and interest of the Nursing Education Board. 
At this time I would like to call your attention to the article below which 
relates the new accreditation standing of our School of Nursing. 

Mrs. Klenze and I presented the 1962 Alumni Junior Student Scholarship 
Award to Mrs. Hazel Olson on February 26, 1963. We were your representa- 
tives on this happy occasion, for indeed the award is made possible by you, 
the members and loyal supporters of our Association. This is only the first 
step, of many, to be taken toward the fulfillment of our assumed responsi- 
bility in the interests of the School of Nursing.

WE OWE SOMETHING TO A CLASSMATE. 

A child of one of our nurses has PKU, a disease which can cause 
mental retardation. Unfortunately, it was not discovered until the child 
was three years old. Now, however, there is a very simple test that can 
be done in a doctor’s office. If the disease is discovered before the child 
reaches three months, and the child placed on a special diet, the chance 
of retardation is minimal. 

The A.M.A. recommends that this simple procedure be done at the 
first, sixth and twelfth months. Nurses should also suggest that this test 
might be done in the office or hospital in which they work as a matter 
of routine. Perhaps the sorrow of a classmate might be avoided in the 


future.

Membership
